No country has a higher life expectancy than Monaco— and it’s not even close. 

The average life expectancy in the tiny European principality is 8973 years, 
according to the CI A World Factbook. That’s a full five years more than Macau, 
which was second on the list at 84.41. 

It’s also 10 years more than the U.S., which comes in at No. 49 with an average 
life expectancy of 78.37. 'fhe world average is 67.07. CNN is periodically track- 
ing world statistics to illustrate how the U.S. stacks up. 

Twenty-nine nations have life expectancies over 80, but there also are eight 
under 50. It might not be surprising that Afghanistan (45.02) is part of that 
group. Tlie rest are African countries, including last-place Angola (38.76), which 
still is rebuilding from a 27-year civil war that ended in 2002. 

Angola also has the highest crude death rate in the world, with 23.4 deaths a 
year for every j,ooo people, the CIA World Factbook said.

Police still searching for State Street gunman after rush hour attack

A 29 -year-old man was shot and wounded on the State 
Street bridge over the Chicago River at the height of 
Monday evening’s rush hour. 

The victim was on the west side of the bridge, near 
Wacker Drive, when the gunman shot him in the head at 
very close range about 5 p.m., Cmdr. Gary Yamashiroya 
said. 

He was taken to Northwestern Memorial Hospital in 
serious-to-critical condition, according to fire officials. 
The man was able to communicate with detectives, but 
police did not have further information on his condition. 

The gunman fled south on State, carrying a chrome 
handgun, as people came to the victim’s aid. Witnesses 
told police the gunman may have headed toward the 
Millennium Park Metra station. 

Police said they believe the victim was targeted and 
that the shooting was not random. 

Yamashiroya said police were reviewing footage from 


the many surveillance cameras in the area but were not 
sure the shooting was captured on tape. 

The gunman was described as black, thin build, with 
a short afro haircut, wearing a light blue dress shirt with 
the sleeves rolled up and black shorts. He may also be 
wearing a rain coat. 

Police say they found a shell casing and a backpack be- 
lieved to belong to the shooter. 

Gary Reidy was eating at the Smith & Wollensky 
steakhouse nearby when he thought he heard a car back- 
firing. 

“You don’t expect this kind of thing on a Monday af- 
ternoon in downtown Chicago,” he said. 

Carl Burson Jr., 32, was on his way to a movie. 

“This is not a war zone, this is downtown Chicago,” 
Burson said. “We don’t do that down here.” 

Referring to a 6 -year-old killed over the weekend in 
Englewood, he added: “What is going on in the world 
today?”

Political leaders failed to halt a global 
stock market rout that gathered steam 
Monday as investors lost confidence that 
Europe and the U.S. can rein in their bud- 
gets quickly and fear spread of a double- 
dip recession. 

The European Central Bank swept into 
the bond market to buy up Italian and 
Spanish debt and sling a safety net under 
the euro zone’s third and fourth largest 
economies. But bickering persisted in Eu- 
rope over a longer-term rescue plan. 

In the U.S., President Obama called for 
urgent action on the budget deficit but his 
proposal on taxes promptly was rebuffed 
by Republicans. 

The Gy finance ministers’ and central 
bankers’ pledge Sunday to help smooth 
markets if needed provided little solace. 

Selling that began in Asia and Europe 
accelerated in the U.S., where the broad 


Standard and Poor’s 500 index plunged 
6.7 percent to close at 1,119.46, its worst 
sell-off since Dec. i, 2008. The Dow Jones 
shed 634.76 points to 10,809.85. 

A huge blow to investor confidence was 
the Standard and Poor’s downgrade of the 
U.S. sovereign credit rating late Eriday 
which compounded spreading concerns 
that the worsening euro-zone debt crisis 
and a faltering U.S. economy heighten the 
risks of a double-dip recession. 

Realization on both sides of the Atlantic 
that the political obstacles to quick bud- 
getary reform are so huge and the mon- 
etary options so limited has deepened the 
pessimism. 

The worsening market turmoil puts sig- 
nificant pressure on the U.S. Eederal Re- 
serve at its regular policy meeting Tuesday 
to announce some fresh measures of sup- 
port for a damaged U.S. economy

You know it, we know 
it and, clearly, the brains behind a number of 
restaurant chains know it, too— that’s why 
they’re planning to open here in the next few 
months. To rate how we feel about the arrival of 


these out-of-towners, we’ve assigned each 
of them a welcome factor from i (seriously 
skeptical) to 5 (totally stoked).

ETA: Aug. 9 

While on vacation in Palm Springs, Chicagoan 
Andrea McGinty randomly wandered into Native 
Foods Cafe, but backpedaled when she realized it 
was a vegan restaurant. But after trying a burger 
(which, like the entire menu, was made completely 
with plant-based ingredients), she was hooked and 
eventually signed on to bring the counter-service 
spot nationwide. “You can leave the restaurant 
saying, ‘I just had an Oklahoma bacon cheeseburg- 
er and I don’t feel full or gross, and I’m doing some- 
thing good for the Earth,”’ she said. The chain has 
opened its headquarters in Chicago, and after this 
location in Wicker Park, has two others planned 
for the Loop and Lakeview next month. By 2012, it 
aims to have 50 locations countrywide. 


Welcome factor: 


With the closing of Veggie Bite and Earwax, a 
new vegan restaurant is totally needed in this 
neighborhood. 


ETA: Late summer 

At this fast-casual restaurant, customers 
will order by scanning a card at stations for 
salad, pizza, panini or pasta, or even at the 
bar for a glass of wine or a cocktail. Though 
Vapiano’s Lincoln Park location is the first 
in Illinois, the chain started in Europe and is 
expanding to Asia, Australia and elsewhere 
in the U.S. 


Welcome factor: 


The combo of stations and cards kind of 
reminds of us our college dining hall days, 
but with fresh-made pastas, hand-tossed 
pizzas and booze, it sounds like a signifi- 
cant upgrade. 


ETA: Mid-September 

The massive stone building recently built at 
State and Illinois streets in River North belongs 
to this Texas-based chain of gourmet Mexican 
restaurants serving brunch, lunch, dinner and 
plenty of guacamole made tableside. Executive 
chef Larry Sinclair was a culinary partner with 
P.F. Chang’s, which seems fitting considering 
that Cantina Laredo’s size (the main dining 
room seats 286) and “upscale” concept sounds 
like a Mexican version of the popular Chinese 
restaurants. 


Welcome factor: 


We’re encouraged by the news that it’ll serve 
local booze from 5 Rabbits Brewing and North 
Shore Distillery, but we can’t help but feel skep- 
tical about a “gourmet Mexican” chain moving 
in just a few blocks from Rick Bayless’ always- 
awesome Frontera Grill, Topolobampo and 
Xoco. 


ETA: By the end of the year 
When the Lincoln Square location of this 
Vermont-based pizzeria chain opens, it’ll serve 
wood-fired pies and beer brewed right on site. 
The company has about a dozen locations on 
the East Coast, plus one in Hawaii and one in 
Santa Barbara, Calif., and staff at each restau- 
rant makes an effort to be involved in its com- 
munity, partner Fred Gale says. Efforts include 
sourcing local produce, hosting “Benefit Bakes’ 
fundraisers and running outreach programs to 
teach kids about healthy eating. 


Welcome factor: 


American Flatbread’s track record of commu- 
nity outreach gives us the warm fuzzies, and 
when it comes to locally brewed beer, more is 
more. 


More outsiders moving in 

Magnolia Bakery: The New York-based sweets shop will 
open a State Street location in the Block 37 building in August 
or September. 

Three Forks: This Texas-based steakhouse is planning 
a location for 333 E. Benton Place. 


BLT American Brasserie: Famed New York chef Laurent 
Tourondel is opening this restaurant in the old Brasserie 
Ruhimann space in River North. Another location is also 
in the works for New York City. 

We the Pizza: The D.C.-based New York-style pizza place, 
run by former “Top Chef” contestant Spike Mendelsohn, 
reportedly is scouting neighborhoods for a Chicago location. 


City Winery: New York’s restaurant/bar/music venue hybrid 
is planning a sprawling location in the Sullivan Center on State 
Street in the Loop. 

Chicago Bowi: The owners of Brooklyn Bowl, a New York 
bowling alley, restaurant and music venue, are planning this 
similar location on Chicago Avenue. 
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Will Jay-Z/Kanye West collabo rock the world? 


RedEye 

Jay-Z and Kanye West on Monday finally released the digital version of their much 
anticipated collaboration, “Watch the Throne,” as a duo called the Throne. 

The most surprising part of the album’s release wasn’t that two of the most ac- 
claimed rappers of the past two decades teamed up to create it. It was that unlike every 
Jay-Z and West album of the recent past, “Watch the Throne” wasn’t leaked online. 

How did they pull it off? 

“We took great care to deliver this to the people without it leaking at all,” Jay-Z 
told MTV 

Their release strategy helped keep the album tracks secret. It was released digi- 
tally only on Hunes at midnight Monday and will not get a physical release until 
Friday when it will be available only at Best Buy for the next two weeks. It comes 
in a i2-track regular release, and a i6 -track deluxe edition. 

“It took eight months {to make}. We should be able to release it the way we like 
without everyone being all up in arms,” Jay-Z told MTV. “We didn’t want the music 
to leak. We wanted to present it to the people in its entirety When you send it out, 
once it leaves the plant and that’s the end of it.” 

Fans have waited for the album with bated breath since West announced the proj- 
ect on Twitter on Aug. 27, 2010. The rappers have 15 No. i albums between them, and 
“Watch the Throne” easily is one of the year’s most talked-about records. 

iTunes did not have its chart listing updated Monday, but according to 
musicchartfeeds.com, the deluxe edition of “Watch the Throne” was No. i on the 
iTunes album chart and the regular version was No. 2. 

And now that “Throne Day” is over, we’ll see how long Hova and Thezy rule the 
rap world as the Throne — and if their strategy changes the way albums are released

*Watch the Throne’ 
royally underachieves

When two of 
the biggest 
names in hip- 
hop— Jay-Z and 
Kanye West— 
collaborate on 
an album, is 
there anyway 
it can live up to 
the hype? Likely 
not, and that’s 
the burden 
“Watch the Throne” faces. 

The two have done great work in the 
past. As a fledgling producer. West de- 
livered soul-fired beats that underscored 
Jay-Z’s 2001 release, “The Blueprint,” a 
hip-hop classic. Now the two operate 
more or less as equals, with West having a 
hand in most of the production and Jay-Z 
taking a slightly larger share of the vocals 
on “Watch the Throne.” In many ways it’s 
an album about mutual admiration. 

Both artists have developed distinct, 
not necessarily complementary personas. 
Jay-Z is about imperious flow, bridging his 
gritty past on the streets with his current 
status as a cultural tastemaker and busi- 
ness mogul. He operates at arm’s length 
from the listener. He no longer needs to 
surprise us, he simply needs to file annual 
updates reminding us that, after all, he’s 
Jay-Z and you’re not. 

West is more desperate, transparent, 
awkward, vulnerable; he’s not nearly the 
MC that Jay-Z is, but still he aims for the 
stars, often shooting well beyond tradi- 
tional hip-hop subject matter and produc- 
tion in his desire to make an impression. 
He is the one more likely to surprise and 
enrage these days. 

But on “Watch the Throne,” West 
also must defer, and this makes for a 
sometimes difficult partnership. The 
production is often stellar, favoring West’s 
soul-dusties sensibility, with snippets of 
James Brown, Otis Redding and Nina Sim- 
one. But it rarely takes the kind of chances 
West routinely takes on his solo albums. 
Instead, the idea is to create an album that 
lives up to its royal billing, a gilded collec- 
tion of potential hits with lots of hooks 
and plenty of branding opportunities. 

The tracks rely on an array of vocalists 
to supply hooks: Tellingly the first vocal 
heard on the album is not from one of the 
two stars, but Odd Future’s Frank Ocean, 


who provides the foreboding intro to “No 
Church in the Wild.” “Lift Off” follows, 
with Jay-Z’s other half, Beyonce, deliver- 
ing a vocal that again feels disengaged. 
“Take it to the moon, take it to the stars, 
how many people you know get this far,” 
she sings. Please. 

Coupled with the album’s recent single 
“Otis,” in which a sharp Redding sample 
is wasted on a vapid litany of product- 
placement shout-outs from West andjay- 
Z extolling how rich they are, the album 
already is grossly out of touch with the 
summer of 2011. While America is strug- 
gling to regain its economic bearings, they 
rhyme about their private jets, expensive 
watches and supermodel escapades. 

The album’s second half finds the duo 
expanding the scope of their concerns, at 
least touching on the difficulties of the 
African-American community But inevi- 
tably the focus returns to the two icons 
in “Welcome to the Jungle,” “Murder to 
Excellence” and “Made in America.” 

Their guard lowers momentarily on 
“New Day” Over a handful of piano chords 
and a haunting soundscape from the Wu- 
Tang Clan’s RZA, Jay-Z and West address 
their unborn sons. There is a poignant 
undertow as they own up to missteps and 
disappointments. West gets off the album’s 
most darkly humorous lines when he 
addresses his nationally televised remarks 
chastising President George W Bush after 
the Hurricane Katrina disaster in 2005: 

“I might even make him be Republican, 
so that everyone know that he love white 
people,” he says of his unborn child. 

In the past few days. West (and Jay-Z) 
inspired another powerful piece of protest 
music, when Public Enemy’s Chuck D 
uploaded the song “Notice: Know This” 
on his website in response to the bling- 
saturated lyrics of “Otis.” 

Chuck D once called hip-hop “the black 
CNN,” and from Grandmaster Flash 
and Melle Mel’s “The Message” through 
N.WA.’s “{Expletive} the Police,” its self- 
regard always swaggered hand-in-hand 
with no-holds-barred street reporting. 
“This is our life,” these classic hip-hop 
tracks declared, “deal with it.” 

In many ways. West and Jay-Z are saying 
something similar on their new album. 

But their approach is not to shine a spot- 
light on their community Instead, they 
urge listeners to “watch the throne,” and 
gaze in awe on their good fortune.
